“Consideration will be given to; 
the preference of the men them- | 
selves as to the branch of the ser- | 
vice for which they would like to 
qualify.” 

LIABLE TO RECALL 

At the end of four months, unless | 
the recruit volunteers and 
cepted for some active unit in which 
there is a vacancy, he will be posted | 
to a reserve unit and return to civil 
life. He will be liable to recall if 


he should be required for service 
in Canada or for additional training. 
“Because of their age it is expect- 
ed that a number of those returning 
from training schools will enter 
training schemes and qualify for| 
work in connection with war pro- 
duction,” the statement said.

No 
new divisions were announced. 


DESTROYER PRODUCTION 

The net result of the new pro- 
gram, therefore, is to leave the air | 
training and navy programs as they 
were, with the possible addition of | 
destroyer production at some future 
date, and to add very heavily to the 
army strength and cost 
Two other essential points in Mr. 
King’s statement are: 

The new program represents 
the limit of Canada’s war cap- 
acity.

PILOTS MUST | 
STAY ON JOB 


| Skilled sais For Civil | 
Aviation Are At 


Premium 
OTTAWA, Feb. 4—(CP)—With 
Canada’s young airmen going into 
the armed forces, indications are 
that present-day civilian pjlots 
even those who flew in the first 
great war and might like to retire 


now, will stay at the controls a 
few years more. 

Transport department officials 
said Monday that no essential civil 
air operation has yet been stopped 
through lack of pilots but study is 
being given means of economy in 
pilots and aircraft because prospects 


serious before it improves. 


AT PREMIUM 

Skilled airmen for other than air 
force activities are at a premium in 
the Dominion. 

One official] summarized the posi- 
tion this way: 

1—Many pilots with transport 
and commercial licenses have left 
civil airlines to be instructors or 
pilots with the Royal Canadian Air 
Force. 

2-—Young men 


who used to 


civil airlines have been accepted 
by the R.C.A.F. 

$8—Training of men to become 
captains of air liners and to build 
up the hours required for transport | 
and commercial licenses is a lengthy 
process, 


Due to these conditions, veteran 
pilots not as eagerly sought by 
the R.C.A.F. as the youngsters, 
are staying at the controls. 

Of the band of pioneers who 
piloted Canadian aircraft along the 
rim of the Arctic circle and in 
“bush” lines, starting about 15 years 
ago, many have been promoted to 
administrative posts in the com- 
panies they serve. Others are still 
flying on vegular runs but with 
added responsibilities such as those 
of district superintendents. They 
have been booked to turn over

Consul General Expects | 


Revolts In Germany 
After Defeat 


MONTREAL, Feb. 4—(CP)— 
The Caechoslovak people are 
convinced that Great Britain will 
emerge victorious in the war, F. 
Paviasek, consul getieral for the 
Republic of Crechoslovakia = in 
Canada, said in a broadcast ad- 
dress last night. 

“The war will take an even more 
ghastly aspect,” said Mr. Pavlasek, 
speaking over a national network 
of the Canadian Broadcasting Corp- 
oration in the “We Are Not Alone” 
series arranged by G. H, Lash, di- 
rector of public information 

“But after the military defeat of 
Germany, it will be a war of dis- 
integration, revolts and demoraliza- 
tion of the defeated Germans.” 


PREPARED FOR DANGER 

Shortly after the Great War, 
Czechoslovakia understood a new 
German danger was shaping itself 
and defence preparations were 
made, said Mr, Pavlasek 

“The cunning and malicious Nazi 
propaganda describing Germany 
a defence of western civilization 
against Bolshevism, blinded our 
democratic friends just in the most 
important period of 1933 to 1938 | 
when there was still time to make 
extensive military preparations 
against Germany,” the Consul Gen- 
eral declared. 

Although Czechoslovakia was 
well prepared when the Munich 
crisis arrived, it could not fight 
alone and a “bitter decision had 
to be accepted. Single-handed 
and attacked simultaneously from 
all sides by al! our neighbors we 
could not defeat Germany and 
would only precipitate a world 
war at the most inopportune 
time for our allies,” 

The Czechoslovak sacrifice sound- 
ed “like a bugle call to awaken 
the world at the last moment. And 
so it happened that Munich was our 
first contribution to the common 
cause

fed. This may mean irregular night 
feedings, as against regular ones 
during the 6 am. to 6 pm. routine 
but, it also means that baby will 


not develop any fixed habit of eat 
ing at ten o'clock or at two o'clock 
which will continue to operate 
waken him at those hours, whether 
he is hungry or not 

When a child past one year of age 
is stil) eating at night one may be 
sure that something very 
wrong with daytime feedings 
Mothers continue these practices be

One mother who ts still nursing 
her 14 months old son twice at 
night admits that he is a very 
flabby baby with pale, soggy 
skin. He is unhappy and seems 
without appetite She hates to 
deprive him of this nourishment 
because of his condition. 

Tt is sad when a parent, starting 
off on the wrong foot, continues that 
way for fear of change.

fed twice at night he would inevi-

'NO PASSPORTS 
FOR MOTORISTS 
DURING TRANSIT 


The consulate here 1s informed 
that United States immigration in- 
spectors at border ports of entry 
lhave been authorized to admit to 
the United States without pass- 
ports and visas or border-crossing 
cards citizens of Canada, or British 
subjects domiciled in Canada, who 
intend to pass in continuows tran- 
sit through the United States to 
other parts of Canada when travel- 
ing by personal automobile 

Accordingly, citizens of Canada 
and British subjects domiciled in 
Canada who are in possession of 
necessary permits from the Can- 
adian Foreign Exchange Control 
Board and who may wish to take 

advantage of this procedure may 
apply to the United States immigra- 
tion authorities at a border port of 
entry, taking with them written 
evidence (such as a letter from 
their banker or other responsible 
businessman) to establish their 
identity and their home and busi- 
ness in Canada. 

They should be prepared to 
satisfy the immigration officials 
that they are bona fide transients 
who intend to proceed by the most 
continuous and direct means avail- 
able to them and that they will not 
be stopping en route for the pure
